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The \^€frld's nuclear plants have accumulated vast 
stocks of highly radioactive waste. Worldwide, high- 
le^el waste is currently stored above ground, and no 
government has a clear policy on its eventual 
disposal. While most experts believe that burying 
the waste is the safest bet in the long term, the 
problem is finding sites that everyone can agree are 
geologically stable. Decaying radioactive isotopes 
release heat. As a result, high-level waste must be 


constantly cooled; otherwise, it becomes 
dangerously hot. This is why many experts want to 
store waste above ground until it has decayed and is 
cool enough to be stored safely in sealed 
repositories several hundreds of metres below 
ground. According to one recent theory, however, 
waste should be lowered down boreholes drilled to 
4 kilometres. The trick is to exploit heat general&d 
by the waste to fuse the surrounding roc^/and 


contain any leaking radioactivity.

seventeenth centjjj^was Sir Isaac Newton. He was a 
physicist and ^mathematician, who laid the 
foundations pftalculus, extended the understanding 
of coloi^pand light, studied the mechanics of 
planet^ 1 motion, and discovered the law of 
graj^ition. Isaac Newton's supreme scientific work 
his system of universal gravitation. He went to 
his farm in 1665 to avoid the plague, and during this 
time he worked out the law of gravity and its 
consequences for the solar system. This law arose 
from Newton's question: what keeps the moon in its 
regular path around the Earth? He concluded that 
only their attraction for each other could account for 




it. He later remarked to a friend that he got the idea 
while watching an apple fall from a tree in his 
orchard. Every particle of matter in the universe, he 
wrote, attracts every other particle with a force 
varying in inverse proportion to the square of the 
distance between them, and directly proportional to 
the product of their masses.

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Preface 

Before we begin with our main topic in this book 
which is the study of politics and pertinent 
contemporary systems of governance, I feel it is 
appropriate here to point out in a passing way to the 
social sciences, since politics is one of the most 

ancient branches of the social sciences. 


The social sciences may look, for the non- 
scrutiniser, less significant than the natural sciences 
especially in application. The fact however is right 
the opposite. Application, indeed, of the various 
branches of the social sciences has proved their 
efficacy that has in most cases surpassed natural 
sciences in steering even changing the life and 


behaviour of contemporary man. 




It is easy for the careful student, eve-fr> f^r the non 
so careful, to notice the effects of propaganda in 
totalitarian societies and the effects of sloganeering 
in the capitalist ones. Invented by the social 
sciences, these media of propaganda have the 
power to transform the li\/es of men to an extent 
that exceeds the needed to break up an 

atom. ^ 

The status o^t^eory and application in the social 
sciences dj^f^s from that in the natural sciences. 
The advisement in the theory in natural sciences is 
measured by the success of its practical application. 
With the social sciences, however, the opposite is 
tf^e as it seems that practical application is much 
more advanced than the theory. Hence there 
emerges a conspicuous discrepancy between the 
efficiency of application of the social sciences and 
the chaotic state its theory is undergoing. There is 
for example no unanimous agreement among 
sociologists about the basic definitions and concepts 


pertaining to sociology. Every sociologist is using his 
own jargon and is talking about his own concepts, 
which would make it difficult for sociologist to 
communicate and agree. This is so clear that it can 
be noticed by any student of the heritages of the 
social and natural scientists. A bird's eye's view on 
social sciences shows that these sciences are less 


developed, notwithstanding. 
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Social sciences, from the first glance, are aefined 
as these sciences which give to man or-tjjie^individual 
living in a group a central positiorrfround which 
revolve all the group's concerns, lather words, the 
social sciences examine the "political animal" to 
quote Aristotle, and thus they care to analyse the 
human groups, comm unties and societies. 
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The difference^mong students of sociology 
however lead^^to say that the notion or concept 
"human gr^b$r is not that easy to define. We could 
for instap^ say that it is "a gathering of individuals", 
but thf^ definition is too broad that it would, for 
ins^Tice, include viewers watching a motion picture 
in the cinema, which, though not a gathering in the 
proper sense, can still be considered as a gathering 


in one way or another. 


Likewise will be inadequate to define the social 
sciences as the "analysis of human groups", where 
focus is mainly laid first on the group members then 


on the society, leading to inescapable disturbing and 
confusing inconsistency and mixing when using 

terminologies in this field, as McKenzie says. 


It follows therefore that this terminological 
problematique does apply to our main topic, politics 
being one of the most important and significant 
branches of the social sciences. This would call us to 
wonder: what is politics? What does this \^prd we 

utter refer to? jT 
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On first consideration, the word "fifties" seems to 
be easily definable. We can say^t$- instance, that it 
is a topic which tackles politic^f power, which looks 
into the legitimacy of authority, or which searches 
for the harmony and conflict of interests, or may be 
we can say it is the quest of an individual or

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Surpnfsingly and paradoxically, the word or term 
"j^ofttics" is commonly used every day and night in 
all communities by all classes of people from the 
elite and the educated to common people, yet one 
cannot find for this word an all-inclusive definition, 
while we can see that it is much more feasible to 
define a term like "sociology", a science dealt with 
by specialists only, than to define the word 
"politics", despite the fact that politics is a very old
